The Absconding: Money Clerk 
Found in St. Louis. 


IS UxNDER SURVEILLANCE. 


At Least One Other Perso n Implicated 
In the Theft o f the Co m­ 
pany ’s Funds. 


' 
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George E. Ross, the ex-Sedalian 
and money clerk for the Pacific and 


United States Express companies in 
Kansas City, and whose mysterious 
disappearance from there last Sun­ 
day evening caused so much public 
coranaent, 
has been located in St. 
Louis by officers of the surety com 
pany that furnished his bond and is 
now under 
surveillance by 
them 
and also by the officers ot the Pink­ 
erton agency. 


He has not been arrested, but :s 
watched constantly by 
the officers 
and could not escape if he tried. 


H o. was located Wednesday morn­ 
ing by one of the officers of the 
surety 
company, 
who knew him 
and knew he was missing, and when 
he met him on 
the street simply 
volunteered to keep him company 
for an indefinite period. 


T o d ay ’s 
Kansas 
City 
Journal 
says: 
T he express officials in K an ­ 
sas City have known of the location 
of Ross since the hour of his cap ­ 
ture, but have kept it quiet because 
there are other parties implicated 
who are not in custody. 
T he *ex- 
press companies as yet are not in 
possession of enough direct evidence 
to cause other arrests, and hopeu 
^ .to keep the location of Ross quiet 
j^Mntil there had been a systematic 
inspection of the office at this point 
and whatever crookedness exists in 
it was discovered, 
so that 
other 
guilty men might be either arrested 
or compelled to give up the money 
stolen by them. 
Last 
evening 
a Journal repre­ 
sentative 
called 
on D epot Agent 
G eorge P. Griffin and asked 
con 
earning the finding of 
Ross, but 
that official, as usual, 
declined ... 
make any statement whatever. 
He 
would not deny oraf f i i m the dis­ 
covery of the missing money clerk, 
and he showed surprise when told 
that R oss’ location was known. 
Superintendent Geo. W. Moore, 
of the com pany, also was seen,and, 
like Mr. Griffin, declined to make 
any statement except that he feared 
the zeal of the newspapers would 
interfere with 
the efforts 
of 
the 
com pany. 
H e was asked how any 
publicity could interfere when the 
man was located, 
but he had no 
answer for that question and also 
declined to say anything whatever 
about there being other parties co n ­ 
nected with the theft of the express 
co m p an y’s funds. 
Despite the silence of the express 
officials, it is known that at least 
one other man is under suspicion of 
having been 
connected 
with the 
shortage, and it is believed that a 
systematic plan has been worked to 
rob the companies. 
T he 
fact 
that there is such a 
silence 
maintained 
regarding 
the 
whole affair at a time when Ross is 
under surveillance and could be ar- 
»■ested if 
the 
companies desired. 


shows too plainly to be denied that 
the task of inspection 
is not c o m ­ 
plete and 
that the conqianies are 
not satisfied that all the frauds have 
been discovered. 
It IS a fact that every effort to 
check the records of the office is 
being made by both officers of the 
express companies and the agent of 
the surety company that furnished 
the bond for Ross. 
The express 
officials refuse to state what com 
pany furnished the 
bond, but ad 
mitted that an agent of the c o m ­ 
pany was in the city investigating 
the 
defalcation. 
They 
will 
not 
tell his name. 
It will require some time to com 
pletely check the books of the joint 
office, and if there has been a co l­ 
lusion between the employes it may 
require some weeks to discover the 
exact amount of the stealings. 
Up 
to Wednesday shortages had been 
checked back to the office here ag ­ 
gregating 
$ 2 , ^ 0 0 . 
The 
shortage 
checks were coming in at a rate so 
irregularly that it 
caused 
amaze 
ment among the officials and arous 
ed a dread that the ultimate result 
m ght be disastrous. 
Last Sunday there was handled 
through the office money packages 
amounting to 
10,000. 
The books 
show this fact. 
Every cent of that 
amount came to Ross and was in 
his hands umii turned 
over to the 
messengers or to other companies 
to be forwarded. 
If there are tour 
or five packages 
short now, 
why 
s.hould there not ultimately be fifty? 
If there is a sum of $2,300 missing, 
why not $23,000 or some other large 
amount? 
If the company was con­ 
vinced that Ross took the amount 
now short why does it delay in se­ 
curing an arrest when the location 
of the man is known and has been 
for thirty six hours? 
The officials 
were wonderfully zealous at first. 
What has caused their zeal to abate 
so suddenly? 
The business aspect 
of the case suggests such questions, 
and they appear to be pertinent. 
Coming 
with 
the 
news of the 
whereabouts of Ross is the rumor 
that when he was met by the offi­ 
cers of 
the surety company, 
the 
Pinkertons and express companies, 
together, Ross asked them pointed 
ly what terms they were willing to 
make to learn the facts and escape 
los.«. 
The rumor which is current 
■among the officials is that an answer 
is being delayed until the companies 
decide 
uoon what 
terms, if any, 
they 
will permit Ross 
escape 
pá niihment. Such a rumor natirilly 
suggests the possibility of a heavy 
loss, especially when it is known 
that Ross on Sunday handled over 
$100,000. 
The fact that no arrest 
has been made suggests a compro­ 
mise if the missing packages be re ­ 
turned. 
O f course, 
if the express c o m ­ 
panies 
have evidence of crime in 
their possession and for a return of 
the cash or any other valuable c o n ­ 
sideration agree to shut their eyes 
and 
not prosecute, 
they will be 
guilty of an act known in law as 
compounding 
a 
felon/, 
and 
all 
parties to such a transaction will be 
liable to prosecution. 
The law e x ­ 
pressly prohibits such practice, be 
ing based on the proposition that 
no party should be able to escape 
liability for any felonious act by 
the 
use 
of money, 
the return of 
stolen property or any other polite 
way 
of 
quieting 
the feelings for 
revenge in the minds of outraged 
and wronged people.

Nax os, one of the larg^est and most 
famous of the Cy clades i.=<lands of 
Greece, has from time immemorial 
produced emery on a iarum S(*ale, but 
times are cbang-inrr, and unless re­ 
sort is had to scientific cn^incerincf, 
the gjlory of the place will have fled! 
Two villaites have bad the inonopolv 
of emery rninino-, and have sent out 
daily about six hundred workmen, 
who, in the most archaic fashion’ 
have set to work. 
The rock has 
been ex clusively broken up by lire, 
the method bein^f to cdear a .space’ 
pile brushwood on it, li^dit a tire, 
and, when the fire is dy ing" out, 
throw water on the glowing rock to 
split it. Under such conditions onlv 
the surface strata could be utilizcx l, 
but these are play ed out, and the 
supply of brushwood is play ed out 
also.

A Remarkable One Preserved 
in a 
M useum at Soleure. 
A v ery remarkable thing in the 
way of birds' nest.s is pneserv ed in 
tlu* Museum of Nalioiuil History at 
Soleure, in Switzerland, whither it 
was brought by one M. Rudolph 
li-ueder. 
It is a nest made entirely 
of steel. 
Tlu*re are a number of elockmak- 
ing shops at Soleure, and in the 
windows of tliese shops there are 
oftmi found lying disused or broken 
springs of clocks. 
Early last summer M. Rueder, one 
of iht*se clockmakers, noticed a bird’s 
nest of peculiar appearance in a tree 
in \m yard. 
He examined it and 
found that a pair of wag-tails had 
built a nest entirely of clock springs, 
wiiich they had picked up here 
a"^id 
there about the v illage. 
The nest 
w'as more than four inches across, 
aud a })erfectly comfortable one for 
the birds. 
After the feathered architects had 
reared their brood, M. Rueder pre- 
seutiM the 
nest to the 
museum 
of the 
town, 
where it is 
pre­ 
serv ed as 
a striking 
illustration 
of the skill of birds in turning their 
surroundings to adv antage in build­ 
ing their nests. 
Probably next year the birds wall 
build another nest, and unless the 
clockmakers of Soleure guard their 
springs more closely, steel nests will 
not be so much of a curiosity as is 
this first one.—Pittsburgh Dispatch.
